SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 

WHEREAS, the City of Philadelphia (“City”) and the Fraternal Order of Police, Lodge 
No. 5 (“F.O.P.”) are parties to a collective bargaining agreement; and, 

WHEREAS, Nicholas Schneider (“Schneider”) is employed by the City and a member 
of the bargaining unit represented by the FOP; and, 

WHEREAS, the FOP initiated a grievance on Schneider’s behalf; and, 

WHEREAS, the parties wish to resoive this matter and avoid the expense and 
uncertainties of litigation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. The City agrees to remove the charge of Conduct Unbecoming an Officer, Section 1- 
§010-10 (Making a false entry in any Department record or report); Neglect of Duty, 
Section 5-§010-10 (Absence without leave for a mi n imum of one working day, but less 
than five consecutive working days); and, Failure to Supervise, Section 8-§002-10 
(Failure to review, approve, input, submit or distribute all required reports, forms, 
documents or notifications in any medium). Schneider’s personnel file shall reflect said 
removals. 

2. The charge of Conduct Unbecoming and Officer, Section 1-§001-10 (Unspecified) shall 
remain on his record and shall have a reckoning period of five (5) years, effective 
October 6, 2010. 

3. Schneider’s fifteen (15) day suspension shall be reduced to a ten (10) day suspension, and 
he shall be made whole in all respects with respect to the differential. 

4. Any reference to a disciplinary transfer from the 26 th District to the 16 th District in 
connection with the events of the underlying discipline shall be removed from 
Schneider’s personnel file.
